Lonvon, November 15. 

General Sir Robert Rogers, K.C.B., is dead. 

Lient..Gen. Sir Robert Gordon Rogers, 
K.C.B., had seen service in Ezypt, having 
taken part in the memorable battle of Tel el- 
Kebir and the advance to Cairo, for which he 
received mention in despatches, besides the 
bronze star and Egyptian medal with clasp, 
and was decorated with the 3rd class Medji- 
dieh. He received bis first commission in 1848 
and served throughout the operationsin Um 
beyla, 1863; Looudkhor, 1866; Black Monun- 
tain, 1868 ; Aimal Chubootra, 1876 ; Jowaki,- 
1677-78, and Afghanistan (Ali Masjid, Logh- 
man Valley, Zymookhb) 1878-80, being fre- 
quently mentioned in despatches. From 1873 
to 1884 he was commandant of tha 20th Pun- 
jab Infsntry.He had a large number of medals, 
and was made A.D.C. to the Iste Queen in 
1882. |

MEDITERRANEAN FEVER. 

The authorities of the Naval Dockyard at 
Malta have issaed acircular to the employés 
drawing attention to the researches of the 
Mediterranean Fever Commissior, and to the 
facts which the commission has established in 
its endeavours to trace the causes of Mediter- 
ranean fever. 

It has been foond that the milk of both goats 
and cows frequently contains the tever germ 
in large numbers. The commission recommend- 
e1 the workpeople to abstain altogether from 
fresh milk and use only the tinned variety. 

A little while ago tha military authorities 
forbade the introduction of fresh milk into 
barracks or quarters. ‘I'bis action has been 
followed by a remarkable diminution in the 
number of fever cases among the troops. A 
similar resalt has been obtained in the Naval 
Hospital, where goats’ milk has been entirely 
tabooed.

American missionary effort has, for s0 many 
generations, been exercised with fraternal 
union towards a common goal, and nothing 
conld be more natural than that they shonold 
be made to assemble on an occasion of gach 
supreme interest and give common exprassion 
to festive jabilation. Fartbermore, in the East, 
where little distinction is made between Eng- 
lish and Americans, and where both are 
considered as belonging to the one great Eng- 
lish-speaking family, it behoves their repre- 
sentatives abroad to appear in the eyes of the 
people as one body representative of the moral 
and intellectual sway of the Anglo-Saxon race 
in the world. I believe everybody will concur 
in the opinion that the public manifestation of 
such solidarity between the two great English- 
speaking peoples, co-operating in the same 
field ot moral and intellectual activity, tends 
to heighten their prestige and bring them out 
more prominently still as the exponents of 
Western civilization and progress. 

The fanction was evidently conceived with 
jadicious foresight and ably planned ont, 
Besides the American colony there was a 
sprinkling. of-Drasea aristocracy. The Emir 
Tewfik Arslan, Kaimakam ofthe Chonf, and 
his brother, Emir Foaad, of versatile intelli- 
gence, Cassim Bey Ezzadine, sanitary inspector, 
and two distingoished personages of Rachaya, 
near Mer) Eyour, were invited. One of the 
two latter is said to ba a man of great wealth, 
while the other is a well-known personage of the 
Druse nobility of that region. Let me paren- 
thetically observe that even there plutocracy 
is beginning to vie with ancestral aristocracy. 
Both of these native chiefs were dressed in 
their oriental garb andthe sumptuous flowing 
garments set off in a very picturesque manner 
the monotony of black evening dresses. Both 
are handsome and looked particalarly dignified. 
1 was informed that they are ths companions 
of Sir Robert’s hantiong tours in the regions 
ander their so-called vassal rale. 

The presence of the Greek Consul-General, 
Mr. Londos, and his charming wife, who is 
an intimate friend of Lady Hay, and ia, 
indeed, a favourite of high society, was likely 
to be regarded as a departure from the 
strictly vational character of the féte. Bat 
the fact of Mrs. Londos having been brought 
up in England, and, what is more signifi- 
cant still, the very near relationship between 
the crowned heads of the two Kingdoms, 
may have made Mr. and Mrs. Londos feel 
jastly entitled to maks a kind of “surprise” 
to their colleagues and friends and join in 
the celebration of a sovereign so closely 
allied to their own. Indeed, the sympathy 
which the English people have shown the 
Hellenic nation at a crucial period of the 
evolution of their national history has linked 
the two peoples into an abiding friendship 
which the great, fire-tongned bard, Byron, 
has immortalized in divine verse. 

Many of the ‘‘toi'ettes” were remarkably ele- 
gant, and Lady Hay looked at her best in a fine 
maave roba with a very rich lace echarpe.

There is throughout an 
element of cleanliness and sincerity ; its inte- 
rest never flags ; its dialogue is bright and 
replete with epigram, and there is just e 
sofficient preponderance of comedy over tra- 
gedy to realise our hopes of a-happy dénone- 
ment. Now-a-days an unhappy ending savonrs 
much of suburban melcdrama.

The two new dry docks in the Grand 
Harbour, Malte, which have been under con- 
struction for nearly six years, ate now com- 
pleted, and constitute an important part of 
the programme of improvements now being 
carried out by the Admiralty at that port.

EGYPTIAN COTTON IN CENTRAL 
AFRICA. 


Iu a review of the cotton-growing industry 
in the Central African Protectorate, the “British 


Central Africa Gezstte” states that daring the 
last financial year cotton headed the list of 
exports, the quantity sent out being a little 
ovor 346 tons. Although the area under cotton 
has shrunk from 21,900 acres to 10,012 acres, 
the export is expected to be greater than last 
year, in-spite ot the bad growing season. The 
estimated production is 432 tons. This re- 
markable shrinkage of the area ander this crop 
is easily explained. In the previous season 
hondreds of acres were planted with varieties 
of cotton altogether unsuited to the prevailing 
climatic conditions, and thus gave a dis- 
appointing yield. Planters also undertook to 
grow large areas without the requisite know-

JEWISH ANTIQUITIES IN EAST

Canon Barnett, of Tuynbee Ha!!, last week 
opened in the Whitechapel Art Gallery, 8 
novel exhibition, which it is bopsd will have 
the effact of drawing the Christian aud the 
Jewith commonities into cover touch.

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In the last-named district | Apart from the trouble with the water, the 


work of constraction was carried on by such a 
force of workmen that the smaller dock was 
; practically built within eight months, and, in 
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| addition to the native workmen, it was necas- 
| sary to import laboar from both Italy and 
| Spain, as many as 3,000 men being at one time 
employed upon the work. ‘The constraction 
i called for the use of over one million feet of 
granite, most of which was imported from 
| Sardinia, whilst some cima from the Alps: 
| ‘The docks are a great addition to the 
one of tha port, and will easily 
accommedate the largest sbips at present 
afloat. ‘I'he intention at the time the construc- 
| tion of the docks was decided upon was to 
make Malta a more important naval station 
than hitherto, and the then existing docks 
were too small for the ships to ase the port. 
‘'he docks are being fitted with the most 
modern appliancas for repairs. Among other 
works at present being carried ont is the con- 
stroction of two breakwaters at the entrance to 
the Grand Harbour, which is now exposed to 
the Gregale winds. The larger breakwater will 
extend 1,400ft. from the shore, and a shorter 
one of 400f. is already constracted. Other 
improvements now being carried ont by 
the Admiralty sre new wharf walls and 
edditional berth accommodation, which have 
resessited a large amount of dredging. The 
whole echeme when completed will constitute 
@ very important addition to the port. The 
work has bean under the special superintend- 
ecce of Mr. Ernest Pearson. The Admiralty 
have been represented by Colonel Sir E Raban, 
under whose direction tha work has been 
catried out, and Mr. Cartwright Reid, who 
daring the latter stager of the work has acted 
as superintendent civil engineer.

The Money Market. 

The Old Women of Threadneed'e Street is 
more comfortable. Slow!y but surely the mo- 
netary sitoation isimproving. The Bank state-

It is 
unnecessary to say that the discount houses 
have been in a very awkward position during 
the past few weeks, and even to day the price 
at which lng bills can be negotiated shows a 
very large margiv. For foar months’ bills 52 
per cent. is taken, bat no one will bring in 
long bills who can afford to hold them for the 
present. The position is not clear enough 
even yet to enable the dissoant hosses to see 
ahead with any certainty. Naturally, there- 
fore, they charge outside rates.
